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State aid: transportation of rural pupils to graded
schools; conditions. Secrion 496q. Whenever the electors
, of anuy rural school district or sub-distriet shall direet the board
t) close the district or sub-district school and provide trans-
portation and tuition for all persons of school age who may
attend such state graded school or the grades below the high
school in the free high school distriet, each such rural district
or sub-disirict shall receive special aid in the sum of seventy-
five dollars annually upon complying with the following con-
ditions:

(1) Transportation shall be provided for at least thirty-two
weeks, including legal holidays.

(2) The average daily attendance of the pupils transported
from any district or sub-district to any state graded school or
free high school district, under the provisions of this act shall
be eighty per cent of the entire number enrolled for transporta-
tion during each term of school.

(3) Each driver contracted with shall be of excellent moral
character, trustworthy and responsible, and shall furnish a
safe team with a suitable and comfortable conveyance, weil
supplied with protections against stormy and inclement
weather.

(4) The clerks of each district or sub-distriet taking ad-
vantage of this act shall make a special report to the state
superintendent of public instruction showing that the above
conditions have been complied with.
